Transition  From  Republic  To  Empire 


The  first  century  B.C.  was  one 
of  great  readjustment  for  Rome. 
The  traditional  bases  of  power  in 
the  Roman  government  were  shift¬ 
ing  from  the  Senate  and  elected 
Consuls  to  military  field  command¬ 
ers.  This  displacement  of  power 
was  caused  chiefly  by  Rome's 
growth  from  a  city-state  to  a  world 
power.  Much  of  the  new  land  con¬ 
quered  by  Rome  was  under  control 
of  the  Roman  officers.  Although  the 
central  government  in  Rome  and 
Italy  were  in  power  in  the  older 
provinces,  the  military  was  flexing 
its  muscle  in  the  newly  won  lands. 
The  coinage  system,  just  as  the 
government,  was  in  a  state  of 
transformation  and  confusion. 

The  coins  of  the  Roman  Republic 
were  controlled  completely  by  the 
Senate.  The  Senate  would  authorize 
private  moneyers  to  execute  the 
coins  far  the  State.  Most  of  the 
coins  of  the  Republic  and  even  in¬ 
to  the  early  Empire  had  some 
allegorical  figure  on  the  obverse 
and  numerous  varieties  on  the  re¬ 
verse  with  the  moneyer’s  name 
abbreviated.  This  system  started  to 
break  down  in  the  early  first  cen¬ 
tury  B.C.  A  new  series  of  coins  were 
begun  by  military  commanders  in 
the  field.  This  development  of  is¬ 
suing  coins  outside  of  Rome  had 
its  roots  earlier  in  the  Roman  Re¬ 
public  under  the  title  of  Imperator 
which  was  conferred  on  many  gen¬ 
erals  by  the  Senate.  The  military 
commanders  during  times  of  war 


and  crisis  had  the  power  to  issue 
coins,  with  special  Senate  approv¬ 
al,  to  cover  soldiers'  pay,  supplies 
and  other  costs.  The  leaders  of  the 
Roman  army  started'  to  abuse  this 
privilege  by  issuing  coins  under 
their  own  authority  without  con¬ 
sulting  the  Senate.  In  effect,  setting 
themselves  as  a  power  outside  the 
Senate. 

During  the  civil  wars,  Pompey 
and  Julius  Caesar  began  striking 
their  own  coins.  These  coins  cir¬ 
culated  principally  in  the  provinces 
controlled  by  them.  The  Senate 
still  struck  in  Rome  and  Italy.  After 
Caesar  took  complete  power  he  be¬ 
gan  to  issue  gold  and  silver  coins 
from  Rome,  completely  ignoring  the 
Senate  who  had  fled  to  Greece 
during  the  civil  wars.  In  44  B.C., 
with  the  Senate  back  in  Rome  un¬ 
der  his  domination,  Caesar  re¬ 
ceived  "permission"  from  the 
Senate  to  use  his  portrait  on  the 
obverse  of  his  coins.  This  was  the 
first  time  in  Roman  history  that  a 
living  person  was  portrayed'  on  a 
coin.  This  event  set  a  precedent 
that  would  change  the  character 
of  Roman  coins  for  the  next  several 
centuries. 

Afier  Caesar's  assassination  a 
triumvirate  was  formed  composed 
of  Mark  Anthony,  Lepidus  and  Oc- 
tavian,  later  known  as  Augustus, 
which  divided  between  themselves 
the  land  Caesar  had  controlled. 
The  three  assumed  the  right  of 
portraiture  that  Caesar  had  re-

ceived.  Even  the  assassins  of 
Caesar,  Brutus  and  Cassius,  issued 
coins  with  their  portraits.  This  situ¬ 
ation  was  ironic  since  the  reason 
they  killed  Caesar  was  to  restore 
the  Republic  and  the  depiction  of 
living  persons  on  coins  was  such 
an  un-Republican  act. 

The  triumvirate  lasted  until  31 
B.C.  when  civil  war  broke  out 
again.  This  time  between  Octavian 
and  Mark  Anthony.  Octavian  de¬ 
feated  Mark  Anthony  and  Cleo¬ 
patra  at  the  battle  of  Actium.  Oc¬ 
tavian  was  now  master  of  the 
Roman  world.  From  31-27  B.C., 
Augustus,  as  he  was  now  known, 
issued  gold  and  silver  coins  from 
the  East  using  his  power  of  a 
Imeperator  as  his  authority.  By  23 
B.C.  Augustus  had  the  god  and 
silver  coinage  under  his  complete 
control  and  the  Senate  had  only 
the  brass  token  money  under  its 
jurisdiction.  All  bronze  coins  in 
Italy  had  S.C.  stamped  on  them 
which  stood  for  "SENATUS  CON- 


SULTO,"  by  consent  of  the  Senate. 

This  system  prevailed  into  the 
early  Empire  except  in  one  small 
period  from  19-12  B.C.  in  which 
the  Senate  again  struck  gold  and 
silver  coins.  But  this  did  not  last 
long  and  so  the  Senatorial  coinage 
of  precious  metals  faded  into  his¬ 
tory. 

In  15  B.C.,  Augustus  opened  his 
new  imperial  mint  in  lugdunum, 
now  France.  From  this  mint  he  sup¬ 
plied  the  whole  empire  with  gold 
coinage  and  all  the  West  with  sil¬ 
ver.  By  having  a  mint  in  a  province 
which  he  controlled,  Augustus  did 
not  technically  violate  the  Senate's 
authority  to  issue  coins  from  Rome. 

Augustus  also  made  major  re¬ 
forms  of  the  coinage  system.  He 
introduced  a  circulating  gold  coin, 
standardized  the  fineness  of  the 
silver  coins,  and  changed  the  re¬ 
lationship  of  the  denominations. 
Below  is  a  list  of  the  denomina¬ 
tions,  the  metal  it  is  minted  in, 
and  their  relationship  between 
them.

PILGRIM  TERCENTENARY 


The  city  of  Plymouth,  Mass,  cele¬ 
brated  the  300th  anniversary,  in 
1920,  of  the  landing  of  the  Pil¬ 
grims  on  Plymouth  Rock.  A  silver 
half  dollar  was  issued  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  event.  The  coin  was 
distributed  by  the  Pilgrim  Tercen¬ 
tenary  Commission  through  Shaw- 
mut  National  Bank  of  Boston. 

On  Sept.  16,  1620,  102  Pilgrims 
set  sail  on  the  ship  "Mayflower'' 
from  England  bound  for  the  Ameri¬ 
can  colony  of  Virginia.  As  they 
neared  the  American  coast,  strong 
winds  blew  the  ship  northward 
and  they  landed  on  Plymouth  Rock 
on  Nov.  9,  1620. 

The  Pilgrims,  a  religious  group 
who  separated  from  the  Church  of 
England,  wanted  religious  free¬ 
dom.  They  wanted  no  religious 
"trimmings"  and  their  belief  was 
solely  in  the  Bible. 


The  first  winter  the  Pilgrims  were 
in  America  was  a  busy  one.  They 
made  preparations  for  the  winter, 
explored  the  land  and  finally  set¬ 
tled  at  Plymouth,  Mass,  on  Dec  16. 

After  many  hardships  and  a 
plague  wiping  out  nearly  half  the 
Pilgrims,  the  new  colony  began  to 
prosper.  Supplies  began  coming  in 
and  their  new-found  friends  -  the 
Indians  -  had  taught  them  how  to 
plant  and  harvest  corn.  Their  more 
infleuntial  leaders  were  William 
Brewster  and  William  Bradford. 

The  obverse  on  the  coin  shows 
William  Bradford,  wearing  hat, 
and  carrying  a  Bible  under  his 
arm. 

The  reverse  features  a  model  of 
the  ship  "Mayflower."  Cyrus  E. 
Dallin  was  designer.  The  coins 
were  minted  in  1920  and  1921  and 
sold  for  $1.00.

The  Voortrckcr  ox  wagon  featured 
on  the  1961  6-1  cent  of  South  Africa 
exemplifies  the  springless  covered 
wagon,  one  of  the  most  widely  dis¬ 
tributed  -  and  uncomfortable  -  con¬ 
veyances  in  the  history  of  land  trans 
portation.  The  only  concession  to 
comfort  was  the  canvas  or  cotton 
cover  which  imperfectly  shielded  the 
emigrant  and  his  possessions  from 
rain  and  dust  while  he  resolutely 
followed  vague  •trails"  of  parallel 
wagon  ruts. 

Lightness,  strength  and  simplicity 
placed  the  ox-drawn  covered  wagon 
in  the  forefront  of  the  land  vehicles 
utilized  in  the  great  migratory  move¬ 
ments  of  history,  including  America’s 
march  to  the  western  sea.  No  other 
vehicle  of  its  time  offered  a  better 
hope  of  delivering  the  emigrant  to 
his  destination  safely  and  'in  season."

Automobile  Dollar 

American  ingenuity  put  the  world 
on  wheels  and  commerce  on  all- 
weather  roads,  but  it  was  China,  one 
of  the  nations  affected  by  the  revo¬ 
lution  in  transportation  wrought  by 
eHnry  Ford,  that  gave  numismatics 
its  only  car  coin. 

O.  J.  Todd,  an  American  civil  engi¬ 
neer  who  spent  21  years  in  China,  de¬ 
signed  a  macadamized  road  that  ran 
through  Kweiyang,  the  capitol  city 
of  the  province  of  Kweichow.  The 
road  was  built  in  1927  by  the  gover¬ 
nor  of  the  province,  Chou  Chi-tsun. 

In  1928,  Chou  Chi-tsun  issued  a 
silver,  dollar-size  coin  bearing  the 
representation  of  a  sedan  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  completion  of  the  first 
road  in  Kweichow.  —  World  Coin 
Calendar,  Krause  Publications  1976.

During  the  War  Between  the  States, 
it  was  estimated  that  one  third  of 
the  currency  in  circulation  was  coun¬ 
terfeit 

At  that  time,  there  were  approxi¬ 
mately  1 .600  state  banks  designing 
and  printing  their  own  bills,  Each 
bill  carried  a  different  design,  making 
it  to  detect  one  of  the  4.000  varieties 
of  counterfeit  bills  from  the  7,000 
varieties  of  genuine  bills. 

It  was  hooed  the  adoption  of  a 
national  currency  in  1863  would  re¬ 
solve  the  counterfeiting  problem. 
However,  the  national  currency  was 
soon  counterfeited  and  circulated  so 
extensively,  it  became  necessary  to 
take  enforcement  measures.  Therefor, 
on  July  5,  1863,  the  I'nited  States 
Secret  Service  was  established  to 
suppress  the  widespread  counterfeit¬ 
ing  of  the  nation's  currency. 

Although  the  counterfeiting  of 


money  was  substantially  suppressed 
after  the  establishment  of  the  Secret 
Service,  this  crime  represents  a  po¬ 
tential  danger  to  the  nation's  econ¬ 
omy. 

Today,  counterfeiting  once  again  is 
on  the  rise.  One  reason  for  this  is  the 
ease  and  speed  with  which  large 
quantities  of  counterfeit  currency 
can  be  produced  using  modern  photo¬ 
graphic  and  printing  equipment.

Until  the  1730’s  most  of  the  coinage 
struck  by  the  mints  of  New  Spain 
was  of  the  “cob"  type.  The  term  cob 
originated  from  the  phrase  “cabo  de 
barra"  or  end  of  a  bar.  These  coins 
were  crudely  produced.  Silver  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  mint  was  cast  into 
small  bars.  The  bars  were  then  cut 
into  pieces  of  about  the  same  weight, 
hammered  into  blanks,  heated  and 
struck.  Cobs  are  known  for  their  ir¬ 
regular  shape  and  rough  designs.
